This is particularly true in 191, Because of the Huropeen ar and 
the Netional Defense Program, ample allowance has been made for the produce 
tion of all food and feed that may possibly be needed. Accordingly, the 
allotments for most commedities in 19) are larger than they normally would 
have been. This applies to both cern and wheat. As a result of this situa- 
tion, abundant production is assured, and, if excessive production is to be 
avoided, a hish percentaze of ‘participation in the Perm Program thie year 
ig necessary. 


Yost of the noncooperators are farmers or lend owners who have slected 
to sacrifice part of the fertility of their farms and to disregard the wel- 
fere of farmers generally in return for the chance of immediate gains from 
large screares of soile-depleting crops. Such benefits as they have roaliszed 
have come at the expense of program participants. 


Here are some of the ways in which noncoacoperators lessen the erfece 
tiveness of the program for cooperators; 


(1) Allotments Reduced: Becnuse of saferuards in AAA allotment. pro- 
gedure, a noncooperator does not increases his share of the nasional allot- 
mens for any crop by over-planting. However, the overeproduction of nation- 
al goals to which he contributes often brings about reduction: in national, 
state and county allotments that affect ali farmers »- both those who parti- 
eipate and those who do not. In 190, for instence, non=participation of 
farmers in higheproducing areas was largely responsible fer the fact that 
the national production goals for both corn and wheat were exsecded by about 
i0 percent. Only the war emorgency prevented the allotments or both sropa 
from being reduced in 1941 as a result of this excess production. Consider 
ably less than this smount of over-production would make cate evs ing quotag 
necessary on both corn and wheat in 191. 


(2) iver-Normal Granary Endanzered; ‘hile noncooperascers are not 
eligible for loane on corn and wheat, they receive a higher prise for these 
erops because of the effective loan programs made poasible by cooperators. 
Yet, by creation of surplua supplies of corn and wheat not eligible for 
loan, noncooperators tend to lessen the price-atrengthening otfect of the 
joan, preventing the market price from rising mach above the loan rate and 
making the loan program less advantageous to participents than it would 
otherwise be. Surpluses created in this wey could in time threaten the on- 
tire Ever-Normal Grenary by making the Government's eccurity Yor its loans 
00 hazardous to warrant continuing the losn programe 
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(3) Surplus Livestock Produced; Surplus feed grains preduced by 
“oncooperaters are used to produce surplus livestock, which depressos 
livestock prices for all farmers end feeders, including the cocperators 
who attempt to adjust livestock numbers to market needs. Az an exemple 
ef this, the large corn acreages and erops of 1937 and 1758, before the 
AAA Program was fully effective, resulted in a record pig orop in 1939. 
{t wae this huge crop, moving to market, that caused low hog, prices 
throughout 1940, The best protection farmers have ozainst resurrence of 
this situation is close adherence to AAA allotments for cora and for 
general feed crops. |
